CHARCZLLOR CROSBY'S INAUIURATION,

Addresses of Welcome from the Faculty of the
City of Now York—A Large Audience Honors
the Ocomsion—The Fair Sex Bmiling on
the Wisa 0ld Men—Bits of History—
Alma Mater Proud of Her Bons.

The Inanguraiion of the Rev. Howard Crosby, D.
D., &8 Chanecellor of the Unlversity of the City of New
York, which took place last evening in the theatre of
tne Young Men's Chnstian ' Assoclation Bulidipg,
was impressive and interesting. As 18 usual on
occaslens 1a this city when the cause of edu-
cation 18 tw be advanced, the audience was
large, &®he theatre belng well M0llea. The
fair sex was brilliantly represented by many ladies
well known tn aristocratic circles, among them also
belong several of those of repute in literature and the
fine arta. At half-past seven o’clock the procession
wais formeda ot the principal entrance, and then, to tlie
misic of an excellent band, & aumber of aged, ven-
erable gentiemen, some with feeblie gleps and snow-
white hair, proceeded down ihe aisle to the
stage.

able to open lte doors to all, a free justitution, The
speaker then reviewed the claims of Dr. Orosby
to the honor of being the r?urtu Chancellor
of the Umversity, complimenting that gentle-
man very highty on_ hia learulng, Christuan
sympathies and geal.
